Timers, Passes Away 


Funeral Services Held in St. Andrew's 
United Church Well Attended; Interment. 
Made at Lacombe Cemetery h 


Coming with a suddenness that shocked the town and communh- 
ity, one of Lacombe’s highly respected old-timers and pioneers, 
Andrew Gilmour, died at his residence about 9 o’clock last Monday 
morhing, July 25, from heart failure. He was 63 years of age. While 


his health had not been of the best 


for some months past, he was at 


ho time confined to his bed and attended to his business in town 
and on his farm, right ap to Saturday last, when he chatted with 
many of his friends and intimatesaround town. The funeral was held 
Wednesday afternoon from St. Andrew's United Church, which was 
crowded to overflowing with friends to pay their last respects, 


testifying to the high esteem and 
respect. in which the deceased 
was held. The bier was banked 
with floral tributes from far end 
near. Rev. A. L. Carr officiated 
at a. beautiful service, touching 
on the many fine qualities of the 
deceased, Lacombe Funeral Home 
had charge of the funeral ar- 
rangements, interment being 
madé in Lacombe cemetery, The 
pallbearers were A, M. Campbell’ 
W. N. Morrison, Alf. Day, Wal- 
ter Simpson, T. F. Roberts and F. 
E. McLeod. 

In partnership With his brother, 
John Gilmour, the deceased has 
operated an abattoir and packing 
plant business in Lacombe for 
many years. 

Andrew Gilmour was one of 
the early settlers of the Lacombe 
district, having first come to La- 
combe in 1897. He was born at 
Nilestown, Ontario, én March 2, 
1875. Prior to coming west he 
was engaged with his father and 
uncles in farming and stock deal- 
ing, and continued in this busi- 
ness when he came west. In addi- 
tion to the range land -held in 
connection with his ‘stock. busi- 
ness, Mr. Gilmour farmed some 
tracts of land, and in recent years 
went in for seed growing. He 
was a member of the Canadian 
Seed Growers’ Association. 

In 1917 Mr. Gilmour was elect- 
to the Alberta Legislature, as 
Conservative member for the La- 
combe constituency, which he 
represented until 1921. He also 
served three terms on the Town 
Gouneil: from. 1914 to 1920: 

His father, the late James Gil- 
mour, represented, East Middle- 
sex, Ont., as Conservative mem- 
ber in the Federal House from 
1896 to 1904, 

He was married in December, 
1901, to Miss Olive Burris, daugh- 
ter of the late William Burris, 
who was postmaster in Lacombe 
for. thirty years, He is survived 
by his widow; one sister, Mrs, 
W. H. Odell of Wetaskiwin, and 
one brother, John, of Lacombe.

Work on the repair and im- 
provement of the main highway 
through to @ will be started be- 
fore the end of this week, accord- 
ing to word jreceived from the 
Provincial gévernment. Monday 
small holes. and small : patches 
needing repair were filled in by 
the local government outfit head- 
ed by Ray Bullis, and machinery 
to scarify where necessary and 
fill in the larger holes on the 
highway will be available shortly. 

The letter to this effect from 
E, D. Robertson, Superintendent 
of Maintenance for the Provin- 
cial Department of Public Works, 
reads as follows:

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Board of Trade 
Forwards Resolution 
To Federal Gov't 


“The Lacombe and District 
Board of Trade, by unanimous 
resolution today, urgently ask 
that Federal Government peg 
price of wheat at not less than 
87% cents per bushel, basis No 1 
Northern, Fort William, to insure 
farmer fair return on primary 
product, consistent with welfare 
of whole Dominion.” 

This was the text of a resolu- 
tion passed by the executive 
of the Board of Trade at a meet- 
ing specially called, in the office 
of Secretary Jesse Fraser, ‘ast 
Monday afternoon, and was for- 
warded by night wire to the Hun. 
W. D. Euler, Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, Ottawa. Deem- 
ing the matter of major impor- 
tance to the community, an “mer- 
gent meeting was called, and it 
is understood similar action has 
been taken by other organizations 
throughout the Province.

Mercury Reaches 95 
Degrees Here Friday 


Last Thursday and Friday, 
residents of the district sweltered 
under a hot sun that shot the 
mercury to 95 degrees, highest 
temperature of the year. No 
breeze came up to cool the in- 
tense heat, which threatened to 
burn crops and gardens, already 
suffering slightly from lack of 
moisture. Farmers of the dis- 
trict fear that a protraction of 
hot weather will seriously harm 
the crops, which need rain short- 
ly to aid the heads to fill prop- 
erly. 

Precipitation for June and 
July shows a sharp drop from 
a 23-year-old average compiled 
from the records at the local Ex- 
perimental Station. : June’s 23- 
year average of 3.323 inches al- 
most doubled the precipitation 
received last June with 1.7 in- 
ches. A total of 1.8 inches of 
rain has fallen so far this year 
in July, with the 23-year average 
July figure reading 282° inches. 

Pastures and late sown. crops 
are showing the effects of lack 
of moisture during the past few 
days.

petition in warship building with the mightiest of 
the capitalistic states,” one of the highest spokes- 
men of the U.S.S.R. is credited with saying. The 
speedy industrialization .of this mighty country 
of eastern Europe would tend to the belief that 
her recent boast is no idle threat. 

Few countries doubt Russia’s ability to do 
what ‘she sets out to do, The leaders have dragged 
the masses by their very shoe laces from a morass 
of hunger, medievalism and poverty into one of the 
most powerful nations in the world today. 
Through hunger and dissatisfaction, the Russians 
have marched to their goal of self-sufficiency. In 
the last ten years this once backward country has 
risen to the heights in construction and manufac- 
ture of machinery and the modern appliances of 
life. Her decision, then, to build an enormpus 
navy comparable in size and strength to any fleet 
now afloat is taken seriously by world powers. 
Russia has the wealth and the labor; she has 
proven on many occasions that she has fhe per- 
severance and the strength. 


Trouble In Palestine 


(From the Christian Science Monitor) 

ACK of the violence in Palestine lies a sense 
B of racial difference centuries old. Periods 
of terrorism such as British authorities are now 
attempting to deal’ with are not new to Palestine. 
They symbolize the determination of the Arabs 
not to accept a situation which arose not long 
after the World War as a result of British com- 
mitments to the Jewish race—commitments the 
Arabs considered as inconsistent with promises 
they had received 

But both Arabs and Jews, as well as_ the 
British Government, are faced today with a condi- 
tion, not a hypothesis. Today the question is 
how these two peoples can learn to live together, 
and in what way the conditions under which they 
must learn this can be improved. 

British authorities have given much attention 
to this question. A Royal Commission some time 
ago offered a plan for partitioning Palestine. 
However, in any such plan the details to be 
worked over are bound to be numerous and com- 
plicated, and while the work goes forward terror- 
ists are tempted to think they can influence the 
outcome in their own behalf by riots and killings. 

It is the same mistake that champions of 
force the world over are making. Where reason- 
ing together would bring permanent and exten- 
sive improvements in the lot of both parties to 
a dispute, attempts to substitute physical bullying 
only delay a genuine settlement. Palestine illus- 
trates the point in that the current disorders 
there must now occupy the attention of officials 
until order is restored; then, and only then, maxi- 
mum progress toward a fair solution of the Ar- 
abic-Jewish question can be achieved.

Czecho-Slovakia has achieved world promi- 
nence by the stand she took against Hitler. When 
one realizes what a number of nationalities live 
within the confines of this territory, now known 
as Czecho-Slovakia, one cannot but be amazed at 
this solidarity of purpose. 

During the last few weeks, I have been read- 
ing a series of articles by Beverley Baxter on his 
experiences there, and the viewpoints of other 
observers, and they have proved interesting read- 
ing. Erstwhile Bohemia has lost its identity in 
Czecho-Slovakia, and of it, the  gréat German 
statesman, Bismark, said: “Whoever is master of 
Bohemia, is master of Europe.” It is probably 
with this idea in mind that the rulers of Europe 
have given so much prominence and thought to 
the Sudeten German cause. To understand fully 
the whole affair, one must realise that the Czechs, 
and many other minorities, were, before the war, 
in the same position as the Sudeten Germans are 
today; but they were not nearly so well) treated, 
In Silesia, which was under Austrian domination, 
the Czechs, the Poles, etc., were the sérvants, the 
manual labourers, and were. very badly treated. 
People, who -were very nicé otherwise, would 
speak to these nationals more roughly than a 
Canadian would speak to his dog. For 300 years 
the Czechs of Bohemia have lived under the domi- 
nation of the Hapsburg monarchy. Human nature 
is the same everywhere; the desire to “get one’s 
own back,” is a feeling that exists in most natures. 


The Sudeten Germans declare that Czech con- 
tractors will not give work to Germans; then, the 
Czech language heing necessary for the Civil Ser- 
vice has made it more difficult for Germans to 
get appointments therein; the Sudeten Germans 
also claim that they do not get enough schools, or 
theatres; and that railway officials, policemen and 
postmen mainly can Only speak the Czech lang- 
uage. If{ one examines these complaints, one can- 
not help but be struck by the reasonableness of 
it all. Why. should a nation of fifteen millions 
use the language of a three-anda-half million min- 
ority? Before the war, Czechs, Slavs, Poles and 
Hungarians had to know German to get around 
at all. The railways were mainly in charge of the 
Austrian army; retired colonels were put in charge 
of railway stations, and were a sight to behold in 
their full-dress iniforms. 


To get the humour of this situation, I would 
like to relate a true incident, that I, personally, 
saw. In 1913, the heir to the Austrian throne, 
who was subsequently murdered, and whose mur- 
der was the excuse for the starting of the World 
War, was travelling, with his morganatic wife and 
suite, to some place in Hungary. His Imperial 
Highness’ “special” train had to pass through 
Teschen, a town in Silesia, where I was staying 
with the Station Agent’s family. The family was 
in an uproar; the Station Agent, a retired Colonel, 
had grown stout in retirement; his beautiful, gold- 
embroidered blue uniform was an agony to him; 
but he was eventually poured into it, and into 
shining boots now too small for rheumaticky 
feet. His sword was burnished, his white gloves 
cleaned, and his lovely blue cloak, lined with red 
satin, was draped as far as it would go «round 
him. Thoroughy uncomfortable, he then, support- 
ed by his whole family, tottered onto the platform, 
where were other military officials, beautifully 
groomed and important. The Czechs and Poles, in 
fact, all the peasants, were herded off the plat- 
form; they were unworthy to be in the pure at- 
mosphere necessary to the German and Austrian 
aristocracy. So, here was the platform, decorated 
with flowers and beautifully apparelled officers 
and a.chosen few civilians, at 2 o’clock in the 
morning, waiting for the Archduke’s train. It ar- 
rived, everyone stood at the salute, utter darkness 
prevailed, not a light to be seen;- some papers 
were exchanged with much saluting and clicking 
of heels, and the train left. The Archduke and 
his Duchess apparently slept all through this aus- 
picious occasion. I stood staring at this wonder- 


. ful show, with my handkerchief stuffed in my 


mouth for fear I should giggle; had I desecrated 
the occasion by such unseemly conduct, even my 
friendship with the Colonel's family would not 
have saved me. 

I thought, what a waste, what a ridiculous 
business, driving all those peasants off the plat- 
form with bared swords; and a lot of those peas- 
ants were hungry, and the price of those lovely 
unseen flowers would have purchased many 
loaves. If the Czechs were bitter now, and tried 
to retaliate, would it really be very cxtraordi- 
nary? The extraordinary part is, that they are 
trying to be fair to the minorities within their 
confines. They are building an efficient state 
under very difficult conditions, The Sudeten Ger- 
mans may have just grievances against the Czech 
Government, but it cannot be because of the origi- 
nal constitution, which allowed the Germans equal 
rights with the Czechs, apportioging to them 22 
per cent of the appointments in the Civil Service. 
At present, the German party, who are allowed 
full representation in the national | parliament, 
shave 81 senators and deputies in a total of 450. 

I feel we can read a lesson for ourselves in 
this Czecho-Sudeten German question. The latter, 
a minority, trying to force its will on a people 
totalling five times their numbers. Force, driving 
power, and clear sight, visualising an ultimate 
objective, are doing it. If the Czechs had not had 
an equally open eye, they would, by now, have 
been subjected to Hitler and his gang. Aren’t we 
rather in the same pesitign, the majority of par- 
ents not desirous of the setting-up of the large 
school areas, yet being thrust into this step willy- 
nilly? Isn’t the ultimate objective the thing to 
examine? The loss of bocal participation in school 
affairs, We mothers should really take a very 
active part in this step because it will affect the 
future generation for good or ill, It is up to us 
to determine whether the good points outweigh 
the ill, or. vice versa. The whole scheme seems 
too much in line with dictator tactics to please 
those who have thoughtfully built up and cher- 
ished the rural schools within their districts. A 
main body cannot deal with local problems effec- 
tively, and according to special conditions ruling 
in different localities, and that is my personal feel-

THE FIXED WHEAT PRICE 


Editor, Lacombe Globe: 

Dear Sir—May I beg some of 
your space to bring to the atten- 
tion of the public two very im- 
portant and urgent matters? 

Firstly, I want to urge all in- 
dividuals and organizations to 
use their influence on. the Fed- 
eral Government, urging them by 
letter and télegram, to set the 
minimum price of wheat at a fig- 
ure not below the present mini- 
mum price, i.e, 87% cents at Fort 
William, The Cabinet is meeting 
this week to discuss this impor- 
tant matter, and announcement of 
the price for the 1938 crop is ex- 
pected next week. . Establishment 
of a price below this figure will 
mean ruin for many farmers, 
who have, for the first time, for 
in many cases, as long as eight 

ears, a crop in sight. And let 
t be well remembered that, when 
the farmer suffers, all suffer, for 
as the President of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway said, “Wheat is 
the backbone of Canada,” 

The United Farmers of Alber- 
ta is now sponsoring a series of 
broadcasts over CFCN, in which 
officers of the association and 
other prominent men, notably E. 
L. Gray, leader of the Alberta 
Liberal Party, and Hugh C. Far- 
thing, lately Conservative M,.L.A. 
of Calgary, have spoken. Time 
is precious, and if the opinions 
of the wheat-growing belt are 
to be made effective, they must 
be voiced AT ONCE. A fifty- 
word night-letter to Ottawa costs 
only $1.30, and is more effective 
than a letter. I do not wish to 
dwell on this vital matter, as I 


. understand you, Sir, are making 


reference to it elsewhere in this 
issue of your paper. 

The second matter is one which 
has also often beén mentioned 
before, but today it is brought 
right home to us. Meetings have 
been called in Bentley on Aug. 1, 
Blackfalds on Aug. 3, Clive on 
Aug. 4 and Réd Deer on Aug. 6, 
all at-2 p.m., to discuss the Large 
School Division. 

Many of us are very much op- 
posed to this new method of edu- 
cating our children, not altogeth- 
er perhaps, but most certainly as, 
tothe method of its imposition. 
As with the proposed 7 per cent 
Production Tax, there lies behind 
this Large. School Division fur- 
ther loss of local autonomy and 
control; ‘annual public school 
meetings with financial | state- 
ments become things of the past; 
schools, which more intimately 
affect the family life of the 
people than any other public ser- 
vice, cease to be within our im- 
mediate control, and become just 
another impersonal , mechaniza- 
tion, to a very large extent under 
the control of one Government 
officer. 

Let me urge, with all the em- 
phasis possible, ALL School Trus- 
tees, and as many parents as pos- 
sible, to attend at the very least 
one of these meetings. 

The area to be brought into the 
Division, as proposed a year ago, 
reaches approximately from In- 
nisfail to Ponoka, and from Bent- 
ley to Clive. We have, within 
‘this ‘area, many good schools, 
financing themselves, educating 
the children, and being conduct- 
ed by the close co-operation of 
the parents of those children, 
through their local school trus- 
tees. High school facilitiés are 
available at a considerable num- 
ber of points, and are being very 
largely used. 

Let us do all in our power to 
keep our schools and our chil- 
dren under our immediate control 
or we may wake some fine morn- 
ing to see the schoolhouse at 
which our’ children are learning 
their “three R’s”, and which we 
built with our taxes, travelling 
down the road to a new site, or 
being sold as not being any 
longer required. 

May I appeal to the women of 
this area to go these meetings? 
They are the ones who bring up 
the children and who worry over 
them when they are on their way 
to and from school, and on whom 
falls the main burden of their 
care in the alread difficult 
enough process of trying to pro- 
duce good Canadians.

According to the latest crop 
report issued by the Bank of 
Montreal, prospects for a good 
crop throughout the Dominion 
remain good, with weather on 
the whole that has. continued to 
be advantageous, although in 
some districts damage from lack 
of moisture is reported. Grass- 


hoppers, ‘rust and hail have: taken / 


a certain toll of grain on the 
prairies and iin Quebec and On- 
tario army worms have appeared 
but so far such damage as has 
occurred -has been of a_ local 
nature. ; 

In the Prairie Provinces, while 
grain crops are somewhat back- 
ward, they promise an abundant 
yield, although to maintain pres- 
ent prospects good rains over 
wide areas are required.

In Brit- 
ish Columbia hay and grains are 
light crops owing: to dry: weather 
but tomatoes, hops and [mits 
give good promise. 

‘Reports for the Prairie Prov- 
inces are as follows: 

Alberta—The weather has been 
hot, with only scattered showers. 
A portion of the south central 
district north and north-east of 
Calgary has suffered severe hail 
damage. Prospects continue good 
except in the northwest section 
of the Provinee, which»is suffer- 
ing from drought. Other distriets 
need rain soon for filling. Wheat 
is mostly headed out. Coarse 
grains are promising. Sugar 
beets are.above the average. Hay 
and pastures are ‘good. 

Saskatchewan — In most dis- 
tricts crops are making good 
progress, although further mois- 
ture is needed to ensure proper 
filling of heads. In the north cen- 
tral. area, where drought condi- 
tions -exist, reports indicate that 
yields will be light. Severe. grass- 
hopper damage has occurred in 
the southeastern area. “Rust is 
prevalent in southern and eastern 
districts. 

‘Manitoba—Conditions are gen- 
erally favorable in the west cen- 
tral:and northwestern areas and 
crops are making satisfactory 
progress. In southern districts, 
where crops are suffering from 
lack of moisture; good rains are 
required to prevent further de- 
terioration. Stem rust is preva- 
lent in central and southern sec- 
tions and some damage is indi- 
eated, but the bulk of Manitoba 
wheat is rust resistant.

Bumper Wheat Crop 
j In South Australia 


ADELAIDE, South Australia— 
The South Australian wheat har- 
vest for the current season, an- 
nounced by the Government Stat- 
ist as 43,403,263 bushels, is the 
third among the highest on rec- 
ord, having been exceeded only 
in 1931-32 (48,093,102 | bushels) 

: and 1916-17 (45,745,064). 
q There were 3,359,425 acres un- 
a der wheat and although this total 
él was 102,737 acres above the fig- 
ures for the previous season, the 


higher yield was due almost en- - 


tirely to the better average, 
which was 13.73 bushels to the 
acre, compared with 9.39 in the 
preceding period. The total acre- 
age sown to wheat, barley and 
oats in 1937-38 was 4,546,719 but 
reports from farmers in all parts 
indicate that in the 1938-39 sea- 
son it is intended to sow 4,485,000 
acres. The additional area for 
wheat will be 198,806 acres. 

This season the barley crop ex- 
ceeded the previous record by 
about 2,000,000 bushels and the 
oat harvest was a record by more 
than 500,000 bushels. There are 
nearly 14,000 wheatgrowers in 
South America. 

In eyery direction there is a 
marked revival in South Austral- 
ian primary industries, and, with 
a favorable season in 1938-39, 
further records in the produc- 
tion of cereals are likely to be 
achieved.
